,will follow the present unit, it is 
announced. 
The men were put to work at once 
placing the local cam p in readiness. 
It will require about two weeks for 
the men to place the cam p in per­ 
m anent order, after which they start 
reforestation work on the b attle­ 
field.

S 
INCE the days of the W orld war, no single problem has de­ 
m anded a greater concentration of national thought th a n 
has now been trained upon our universal objective—economic re­ 
covery. 
After nearly four years of adversity, it has been m ade 
painfully clear to all of us th a t we are not going to be rescued 
from our predicam ent by any autom atic device. Our situation is 
unlike any in history. The natural curative forces on which we 
have relied so long are not working freely. 
It is hum an nature when in trouble to look for help from 
higher authority. In three years, the popular wish has become 
an im perative dem and th a t the United States governm ent banish 
the depression. 
We not only w ant someone to lead us out of the 
wilderness—we want the trees cut down. Innum erable plans have 
been proposed, outlining how the governm ent should restore pros­ 
perity. 
Prosperity is merely a condition in which everyone acts no r­ 
mally, confidently, and am bitiously. We want our governm ent 
to m ake us act th at way, although no government in all history 
has ever been able to do th a t for its people. W hen our system 
has broken down, there are a num ber of reconstruction m easures 
which m ust be taken by central authority. Much of this has 
been done and more is being accomplished with stim ulating speed 
and courage. 
B ut actually starting the hum of the wheels of industry is up 
to us as individuals—business m en and consumers. 
Business is 
not a huge unified machine to be started and controlled from the 
central power house. 
It is m ade up of many thousands of units, 
each controlled by hum an beings subject to the fears and fancies 
of the mom ent. Each of these units depends upon the whims 
and emotions of a m ultitude of consumers. 
Before us we have the picture of a partially reconstructed 
fram ework, the background for a norm ally functioning business 
structure. The individual m achines in this structure m ust be 
set in motion and the only way th a t can be done is through in ­ 
creased sales of their products. 
Many point to the necessity for 
greater purchasing power of consumers. But purchasing power 
can be increased only by greater business activity. T here is no 
way to expand business activity except through greater use of 
such purchasing power as now exists. 
Millions of people possess unused purchasing power which 
m ust begin moving through th e channels of trade before condi­ 
tions will improve. These millions need many things which they 
will buy when they have the right com bination of desire and con­ 
fidence. 
O ur most pressing need is to stim ulate buying desire on the 
p a rt of those who can afford to increase their purchases. The 
greatest known creator of buying desire is advertising. 
In good 
years and bad. there is nothing like the written and spoken 
words of well-planned advertising to help people make up their 
m inds to buy the things they need. In this way, advertising is 
accom plishing its assigned task at th a t crucial point from which 
perm anent recovery m ust proceed. 
T he advertisers of honest products are thus perform ing a 
m ost im portant public service. T heir advertising messages are 
the vitalizers of business in its persevering climb to prosperity.

HERE are tim es when I like to be blind. I do not like to see th e tiny, 
petty faults in my friends. 
I do not like to see sordidness through 
choice. 
I do not like to look at ugliness. I like to have a certain blind­ 
ness when it comes to these things. 
{ 
I was reading a book the other day about a location th a t has brought 
m any happy days to me and which is most beautiful. T housands upon 
thousands of people have sung its praises. 
But this w riter w ent out of her 
way to pick out the unattractive and uninviting aspects of the place. 
A 
person who had never visited it, never would after reading w hat I read. 
This w riter was blind to beauty. 
I know of another writer who wrote a book about another place. I 
will nam e the writer and the book—"By the Ionian Sea,” by George C is­ 
sing. T his w riter visited th a t portion of Italy th at was th e least traveled 
—the small, out-of-the-w ay places—and he saw beauty in the simplest 
’village, hut, or street. Gissing's book made me w ant to travel the very 
route th a t he did. 
T here is enough th at is revolting and unpleasant in this world, th at 
we are often compelled to see, so th at a certain blindness always comes 
In handy. 
To catch the very atm osphere of a place, a work of art, a book, or of 
a person, is to grasp something of its soul. To be blind to certain defects 
so th a t sight is enlarged in the presence of great beauty, is to own rich­ 
ness som ething akin to w hat Emerson called the “oversoul.” 
T he late Mayor Gaynor of New York city once told his policemen to 
be just a little blind, or, in his own words, to "look the other way" when 
children with roller skates violated certain city ordinances. 
We can all be just a little blind, when to see m ight bring a frown, a 
tear, or a hurt. On the other hand, however, half the joy of this world 
romps by with some people—because they will not see—sim ple Joy and 
simple beauty!

Electric tabulating machines per­ 
form the corporation tax bookkeep­ 
ing in the department of revenue. 
This means that beginning June I 
an annual salary savings of $30,000 
will be effected in the departm ent's 
accounting system. 
Increased ef­ 
ficiency also is attained. 
The 
federal 
government 
and 
many large companies are 
using 
similar equipment for posting and 
other specific purposes. 
However, 
the system installed in the receipts 
accounting section has many unique 
features because of the many com­ 
plications arising in governmental 
accounting that do not come up in 
a private enterprise. 
Few concerns have ever before so 
completely 
installed 
electrical 
equipment for the purpose of past­ 
ing accounts receivable and the is­ 
suing of open account statements. 
Sixty thousand open accounts are 
Involved. 
Bookkeeping 
procedure 
and record keeping methods had 
changed little in the last IOO years. 
They had grown full of duplications 
and odd twists. They had not kept 
step with the increasing volume of 
business. They needed revision. 
Previous to Installation of the 
new system it often took weeks of 
day and night work to assemble 
statistical data for which a request 
had been made. 
At the best the 
data furnished was only an approx­ 
imation. Such information can now 
be supplied in a few hours.
